Helium Found Good 
For Asthmatics: Also 
Beneficial For Brain 


MILWAUKEE, June 20.—Hel- 
ium, used by deep sea divers to 
prevent “bends” and by asth- 
matics to relieve their coughs, 
is also good for the brain. 
This was reported to the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science here today by Dr 
Edgar End and Dr. David Cleveland 
of Marquette university, They used 
helium for encephalography, which 
is taking of X-ray pictures of the 
brain 

To make pictures clear, air is 
blown into the brain to clear 
blood from the ventricles. After 


air, the patient has a headache 
for 68 hours. Substituting helium 
for air reduces this headache 
they reported, to 28 hours. Hav- 
ing the patient also breathe oxy- 
gen while taking the helium cuts 
the headache to 18 hours. 


The oxygen they said, helps clear 
the blood of nitrogen, a heavy gas, 
which is likely to infiltrate into the 
brain to replace some of the light- 
weight helium. Oxygen as a cure 
for migraine was reported only a 
month ago by Mayo clinic doctors 
at the St. Louls meeting of the 
American Medical association

The ship-load of German-Jewish re- 
fugees who sailed across the Atlantic in 
hope of making homes in Cuba or Mexe 
ico, but were disappointed and headed 
back for the country from whose intoler- 
ant rulers they fled, will not have to sub- 
mit again to the treatment that drove 
them out.
